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Council Announces Positions 
On Area Transportation Plans 

In preparation for a public hearing scheduled for the Fine 
Arts Theater at the University of Maryland on Saturday, June 16, 
at 12 noon, city council adopted at its June 11 meeting a series 
of positions on the various alternatives being considered by the 
Western Prince Georges Transportation Alternatives Study Group. 
These positions followed the recommendations of the city’s two 
advisory groups — the Advisory Planning Board and the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board. 


The first major recommendation 
concerned the location of the ME¬ 
TRO station. The council recom¬ 
mended that it be located at the 
B&O railroad right-of-way immed¬ 
iately south of Greenbelt Road. It 
opposed the location of the METRO 
station at the Beltway for two 
reasons: (1) possible impact on the 
Springhill Lake community if 
Cherrywood Lane were to be used 
as access to such a station; and 
(2) the development of such a sta¬ 
tion would result in the taking of 
land in the Springhill Lake indus¬ 
trial tract, causing an adverse ef¬ 
fect on the city’s future tax base. 

The second major recommenda 
tion concerned the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway. Council recom¬ 
mended that widening of the Park¬ 
way be limited to two additional 
lanes between the District of Co¬ 
lumbia and the Capital Beltway 
(1-495). Use of these two additional 
lanes, they stated, should be limited 
to commuter buses and car pools. 
Council opposed widening north of 
the Beltway. Council also favored 
the present prohibition of truck 
traffic on the Parkway and reitera¬ 
ted its opposition to deletion of the 
BW Parkway-Greenbelt Road (Md. 
193) interchange. 

In other recommendations, coun¬ 
cil supported the construction of a 
grade separation interchange at 
Greenbelt Road and Kenilworth 
Ave., plans for improved commuter 
bus services and commuter rail 
services, and proposed bikeway sys¬ 
tems, particularly that leg running 
east and west of the intersection 
of Greenbelt Road and the BW 
Parkway, west along Greenbelt 
Road and continuing through Ber¬ 
wyn Heights to the University of 
Maryland. 

Tennife Courts 

Council approved a $50,000 pro¬ 
ject for the ■ improvement of the 
Braden Field tennis courts, the cost 
to be funded through State open- 
space grants and park development 
funds allocated under the bond is¬ 
sue. Included in the project is 
the lighting of four existing courts 
and the lighting and construction of 
4 new courts. Council made plain 
that it will proceed with the $9,000 
lighting of the four existing courts, 
regardless of the city’s success with 
getting State open-space grant 
money. However, tennis enthus¬ 
iasts were asked to bear in mind 
that Pepco has informed the city 
that it has a three month’s backlog 
in providing electrical service. 

Other Action 

Council adopted a charter amend¬ 
ment changing the final date for 
adoption of the budget from June 
40 to June 20 so as to permit coun¬ 
cil to take into consideration county 
budgetary decisions. Another char¬ 
ter amendment adopted calls for 
increasing the salary of the mayor 
from $1,800 to $2,400 per year and 
other members of council from $1,500 
to $2,000 per year, effective with the 
election of a new council in Sep¬ 
tember. Both charter changes be¬ 
come effective fifty days from date 
of passage unless petitioned to re¬ 
ferendum. 

Council agreed to enter into a 
contract with the architectural firm 
of Cohen and Haft for the design 
of the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center Building. The firm’s fee 
will be a flat sum of $23,000.

Council also agreed to hold special 
voter registrations on Wednesdays, 
June 20 and July 11, from 5 to 9 
p.m. in all three precincts. The 
registration on Saturday, June 2 
produced the following number of 
registrations: Center precinct, 78; 
North End, 3; and Springhill Lake, 
95. 

Council further agreed to a 
change in the city employees’ re¬ 
tirement system that would provide 
a guaranteed retirement allowance 
equal to 1/55 of the average final 
salary for each year of creditable 
♦ service instead of the present 1/60. 

Student Transfer Policy 

All students who are presently 
attending a school outside of their 
normal attendance area as a result 
of an approved transfer are re¬ 
quired to renew their request by 
June 15. Otherwise, they will auto¬ 
matically be reassigned to the 
school in the attendance area 
nearest their residence. 

Forms can be obtained in all 
county schools and must be com¬ 
pleted and forwarded to the Di¬ 
rector of Pupil Services, Prince 
Georges County Public Shools, Up ¬ 
per Marlboro, Maryland 20870.

Greenbelt Lake Is 
Site of Drowning 

A tragedy occurred in Greenbelt 
early Sunday morning when a 
young man, William Ralph Beers, 
18, of Brentwood drowned in Green- 
belt Lake. 

Around 12:44 a.m. Beers left his 
four companions (a 19 yr. old man 
and a 16 yr. old boy from Chillum. 
a 15 yr. old girl from Chillum and 
a 16 yr. old girl from Hyattsville) 
near the dam end of the lake and 
started to swim towards some pad- 
dleboats which were anchored in 
the lake about 75 yds. from the dam. 
After he had gone about 60 yds., he 
disappeared. His companions heard 
no shout or call for help but did 
hear some struggling in the water. 
One of them called the rescue 
squad. 

Responding to the call were 
Greenbelt police, Company 35 of 
the Greenbelt Rescue Squad, Prince 
George’s County Rescue Team 36 
(scuba divers), and Maryland StaU 
Police Helicopter #1. 

Police commandeered several 
boats chained near the shore, cut¬ 
ting them loose, and used them in 
the rescue operation. Searchlights 
were provided by the state police 
helicopter. 

About 3 a.m. the scuba divers 
found Beer’s body in 8 to 10 ft. of 
water in the northwest end of the 
lake. They took him to Prince 
Georges hospital where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

Shortly before the accident hap¬ 
pened police had patrolled the area 
and had found that approximately 
100 young people in their late teens 
and early twenties were in the park. 
Last September city council had 
considered an ordinance to put a 
curfew of 11 p.m. on the park. The 
ordinance was not adopted.

What triggered the discussion 
was a request from county health 
officer Perry Steams, stating that 
before he approved a point of dis¬ 
charge for the Greenbriar on-site 
temporary sewage plant he would 
like to have the comments of the 
city of Greenbelt as to whether this 
point of discharge meets the re¬ 
quirements and approval of the 
city. 

Mayor Richard Pilski struggled 
valiantly and successfully to keep 
the discussion to an hour, but he 
had to do so by ruling councilwo- 
man Rhea Cohen out of order. Mrs. 
Cohen saw the issue as not so much 
one of determining whether the 
sewage effluent would discharge 
into a free-flowing stream at the 
proposed point of discharge, but 
rather what the effluent would con¬ 
sist of. However, she got only as 
far as asking about the “nitrates” 
in the effluent when Pilski ruled 
that “we were not going back and 
rehashing all these old questions” 
which the experts had testified to 
on many occasions in the past. Pils¬ 
ki insisted that the discussion be 
confined to whether the point of 
discharge met the city’s require¬ 
ments. 

Background 

The situation facing council was 
this: On May 15, 1973, the State 
Department of Health and Mental 
Hygiene had concurred with the 
opinion of the State Water Resourc¬ 
es Administration that the unnamed 
tributary to the Beaver Dam Creek 
into which the Greenbriar sewage 
treatment plant will discharge is a 
free-flowing stream at the proposed 
point of discharge. The location of 
the point of discharge is the stream 
which flows under the exit ramps to 
Goddard Space Center from the 


City Grants For 
Elderly, Disabled 

Elderly and disabled persons who 
reside in rental units will get a 
break under a new ordinance a- 
dopted by city council on June 11. 
Those of low-income status will re¬ 
ceive city grants equivalent to 
the city tax credit that elderly 
property owners now receive. 

Persons aged 65 and over and 
totally disabled persons with gross 
income of less than $5,000 per year 
will qualify for a grant equal to 3 
percent of the rent paid during the 
previous calendar year. The city es 
timates that approximately 3 per¬ 
cent of the rent for an apartment 
unit goes towards the payment of 
the city property tax. The maximum 
grant would be limited to the 
same dollar amount as the maxi¬ 
mum grant allowable under the 
tax credit to elderly home owners 
previously authorized by the city. 

The estimated cost to the city for 
fiscal year 1974 will be about $3,700. 
City manager James Giese said that 
the first grant payment would be 
made next February and would have 
to be funded from the contingency 
account.

Washington Parkway just east of 
Parkway. This stream flows across 
the Parkway and meets with other 
streams on the west side of the 
Parkway and then flows north 
through parcel 1 and the Agricul¬ 
tural Research Center to Beaver 
Dam Creek. 

The Prince Georges County Ten- 
Year Water and Sewer Plan had 
accepted the February 7, 1972 

recommendation of the Greenbelt 
city council that the effluent be 
piped “to a point in the stream 
where there is a continuous year- 
round flow of water”. 

Stearns was now asking city 
council whether the proposed point 
of discharge met the city’s criteria. 

Council Uncomfortable 

Council was obviously uncomfor¬ 
table with the request. Several 
council members stressed that they 
did not have the expertise to deter 
mine whether the unnamed tribu¬ 
tary was “free-flowing” at the point 
of discharge. While appreciating 
the fact that Dr. Stearns was trying 
to keep council informed, they also 
felt that he was burdening council 
with a decision which rightfully be ¬ 
longed to him. This was finally the 
position that the entire council 
agreed upon, but not until after a 
long discussion. 

Several members of the audience 
were not impressed with the rulings 
of the State agency that the stream 
in question was free-flowing. Note 
was taken that the inspections were 
made during the rainy season, rais¬ 
ing questions as to how the stream 
looks in the dry season. Suggestions 
were made that the city employ 
its own experts and hydrologists to 
evaluate the stream or ask Dr. 
Stearns, if he has doubts in his 
mind, to engage in such studies. 

Despite the fact that nobody 
who spoke from the audience was 
ready to accept the findings of the 
State agencies, it was apparent 
that the majority of council was 
not ready to pick up the cudgels on 
this issue unless it first received 
clarification from Dr. Stearns as to 
his position. Earlier statements 
from Dr, Stearns were cited, ex¬ 
pressing concern over failure to 
pipe to the northern boundary of 
the city of Greenbelt . Nobody, 
however, knew his present position. 
Council ended the discussion by di¬ 
recting the city manager to ask 
Stearns point-blank whether he a- 
greed with the State’s findings. 

Glen Ora Tract 

Council, however, was not finished 
with the matter of development 
east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. The next item on the 
agenda dealt with developer Alan 
Kay’s proposal to construct condo¬ 
minium town houses for sale ra¬ 
ther than garden apartments for 
rent on the Glen Ora tract. Town 
houses would be priced between 
$30,000 and $40,000, with only 870 
units constructd as compared with 
the 1,172 apartments permitted un¬ 
der present R-30 zoning. The only 
hitch was that the Glen Ora project 
would have to be hooked into the 
Greenbriar temporary sewage treat¬ 
ment plans, potentially doubling its 
required capacity. 

Council agreed that it was not 
timely to go ahead with the project 
at this time, though everyone ex¬ 
pressed the view that condominiums 
would be preferable to apartments 
— primarily because they would 
make it easier for families to stay 
in Greenbelt and because they 
would reduce the density of the 
area. 

Kay was asked to proceed with 
the planning of this project. Kay 
stated that he was not ready to 
move ahead at this time but that 
he did want to get some clue as to 
council’s reaction to his proposal, 
indicating that he would not push 
the project if there were opposition. 
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A Prudent Budget 

We wish to commend the city council for its statesmanlike 
consideration of the municipal budget for 1973-74. It is never 
ea.s\ for a council to raise taxes in an election year, but the ma- 
j °nty of council did not shirk its responsibility. The new budget 
calls for a rise in the property tax rate from $0.92 to $0.97 per 
SI00 assessed valuation — a percentage increase of about 5 per¬ 
cent. 

The council faced several hard facts of life that no amount of 
wishful thinking could dispel: 

(1) Revenues for fiscal 1973 fell short of estimates, leaving 
the city with no surplus, no cushion which would permit opti¬ 
mistic revenue estimates for fiscal 1974. 

(2) City employees were entitled to a pay raise of at least 
5 percent in light of spiraling prices. The salaries of police offic¬ 
ers also needed a large upward adjustment of at least 8 percent 
to remain competitive with those paid in other local jurisdictions. 
(Prince Georges County had recently raised pay rates 10 percent.) 

(3) The cost of vehicle maintenance, utilities, materials, and 
supplies has been rising at an annual rate of more than 5 percent. 

(4) Because of the pending deficit for fiscal 1973, the city 
was unable to carry out its regular capital improvments budget, 
which included such items as resurfacing Ridge Road and Spring- 
hill Drive. In order to catch up, the fiscal 1974 budget needed to 
double the amount authorized but not expended in fiscal 1973. 

Complicating council’s consideration this year was the availa¬ 
bility of Federal revenue-sharing funds. Because of the uncer¬ 
tainty regarding their future availability, council was reluctant 
to utilize these funds to reduce taxes and run the risk of making 
necessary substantial tax hikes in future years. 

Instead council compromised by using about a third of the rev¬ 
enue-sharing funds for relieving the budget and the other two- 
thirds for helping to finance the construction of the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center. By using revenue-sharing funds in this 
fashion, council thus released additional bond issue money for 
such high-priority items as purchase of parkland in parcels 1 and 
15 — money that can be stretched to the fullest through matching 
Federal and State open-space grants. Revenue-sharing funds 
cannot be used to match Federal grants. 

We believe that the majority of council acted in a prudent 
and responsible way in placing long-range fiscal soundness ahead 
of short-term political gainfL 


The Battles Continue

problem is where to release the 
treated sewage. I have my own 
ideas on that. What troubles me 
even more after last Monday’s 
meeting is the way the mavor, 
Richard Pilski, continues to play 
the advocate for the developers 
now to the point where bdth good 
sense, common courtesy and the 
good of Greenbelt are left behind. 
One of the citizens spoke well Mon¬ 
day night when he said he could 
see some truth on both sides; the 
two sides, he said, were (D the 
citizens of Greenbelt and (2) the 
mayor.

Hard Edge of Reality

The door-to-door survey that is 
being conducted by the Citizens for 
a Better GHI has pointed out one 
aspect of this hard edge of real 
ity that Gordon is asking for - 
and that is that the average frame 
home owner is already paying out 
a goodly sum just to live in GHI 
and is in no position to pay out 
any additional sums of money! 

Another hard edge is contained 
in the Tax Appeal article that also 
appeared on May 31 when it states: 
“Greenbelt Homes, Ine. received 
some bad news from the county 
this week when it was informed 
that its appeal ol a 47% increase 
in its 1972 tax assessment was de¬ 
nied by the county Board of Tax 
Appeals.” 

It seems that the case has been 
hanging fire since December 1971 - 
but GHI lias not taken the action 
that would reduce our tax assess¬ 
ment! This is brought out in the 
article when it states: “But the 
Board of Tax Appeals said that 
since GHI had not provided a sep¬ 
arate listing of such assets it was 
unable to take this factor into ac¬ 
count.” 

The hard edge is that we are 
paying high taxes because our man¬ 
agement has not properly listed our 
assets for tax purposes so we would 
be paying the correct amount ac¬ 
cording to the type of properties 
held! 

Another hard edge is contained 
in the method of heating the homes. 
We are easily paying over $1 a day 
in excess heating costs. And, in one 
year’s time, this amounts to $584,- 
000 ! 

So - what is this hard edge of 
reality that Gordon is talking a- 
bout? It is simply this: We will 
have a situation where our homes 
will continue to deteriorate at an 
accelerated rate and be without 
funds to correct the situation as 
long as we continue to spend our 
assets unwisely! 

Eunice Coxen and Hugh O’Don¬ 
nell were instrumental in getting a 
very capable city planner to speak 
before us a few weeks ago and 
it was unfortunate that he could 
not have spoken to ALL of us at 
that time. 

At that meeting, we learned that 
the first step is to analyze the sit¬ 
uation from a financial standpoint 

which the Citizens for a Better 
GHI is looking into at present 
and see what can be done. Once 
this is done, plans can be made 
to rehabilitate the area within the 
financial capabilities of the resi¬ 
dents and their resources! 

We can easily improve our GHI 
if we but make up our minds to 
quit squandering our resources and 
see that we have the proper man¬ 
agement to direct our affairs. 

We have a new so to speak - 
board of directors! So let us tell 
that board we are dissatisfied with 
the incompetence that has existed 
and NOW is the time to put our 
house in order!

Martha Hutzler 
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City Procedes with Plans 
To Renovate Center 

City council is going ahead with 
the renovation of the Center Mall, 
regardless of the outcome of any 
litigation. This was made clear 
at the June 11 council meeting, 
when city manager James Giese 
announced that specifications for 
bids will be released shortly. Coun¬ 
cil had held a public hearing on 
June 5 regarding the funding of the 
project and then on June 11 adopted 
for final passage an ordinance 
which authorizes the issuing of 
bonds or certificates of indebtedness 
for the cost of the renovation, with 
the bonds to be paid back out of a 
levy against a special taxing district 
consisting of property within the 
commercial center. 

The city contends that the pro¬ 
perty owners in the center will be 
benefiting from the renovation 
project. Among the owners to be 
assessed are the Greenbelt Consum¬ 
er Services, the Medical Building, 
Greenbelt Realty, Mobil Gas Com¬ 
pany, and William and Charles Co¬ 
hen. Giese said that a 10-year 
loan would work out to an assess¬ 
ment of about $1.27 per $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation. The estimated 
cost of the improvement project 
is $60,000. 

Property owners at the June 5 
meeting disputed the contention 
that the renovation would be of 
benefit to them alone. Dr. Bill 
Weintraub of the Medical Building 
argued that the improvements in 
the Center Mall would accrue to the 
benefit of all the people in the 
community and should be supported 
as part of general taxes. 

Weintraub was also concerned a- 
bout the constant destruction at 
the Center and requested that the 
city develop methods of control be¬ 
fore undertaking the renovation 
project. 

Several city councilmen remind¬ 
ed Dr. Weintraub that the city had 
originally offered to share the cost 
of the renovation work 50-50. But 
instead the property owners took 
the case to court. 

It appears that the new ordinance 
will also be the subject of litiga¬ 
tion.

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GHI Ratifies Twin 
Pines Agreement

A special meeting of the Green 
belt Homes, Inc. board of directors 
was held Tuesday evening, June 5, 
to ratify a proposed agreement with 
Twin Pines Savings and Loan As¬ 
sociation. The agreement, which 
had been hammered out at a pre¬ 
vious meeting of the officers and 
attorneys of both organizations* 
provided that in event of a default 
by a GHI unit owner under a Twin 
Pines loan and in the event that 
GHI fails to obtain a purchaser 
GHI would either accept into mem 
bership any contract purchaser 
nominated by Twin Pines, or, if 
not acceptable to GHI, would actual 
iy purchase the book value of the 
investment of Twin Pines. 

Such action by GHI presumably 
would make Twin Pines' paper 
more negotiable, thus clearing a 
major roadblock in the way of 
Twin Pines becoming certified by 
the State and becoming a participant 
in the Maryland Savings Share In 
surance Corporation (MSSIC). By 
GHI’s agreeing to qualify its right 
of approval of membership, it 
makes it easier for a successor of 
Twin Pines, whether it be MSSIC 
or any other assignee, to take over 
in the event of Twin Pines being in 
default. 

As a reason for wishing to thus 
assist Twin Pines, GHI, according 
to the preamble to the agreement, 
desired to have Twin Pines in a 
position to continue promoting 
home ownership as being in the 
best interests of both GHI and the 
Greenbelt community. It was poin 
ted out that Twin Pines has pro¬ 
vided financing, since 1957, to pur¬ 
chasers of leasehold interests in the 
GHI cooperative units and has pro¬ 
bably been the single most impor¬ 
tant contributor to the promotion of 
home ownership in the Greenbelt 
cooperative. 

In an effort to assure himself 
that the individual homeowner’s 
interest would be protected, board 
member Byerly posed a 

number of questions based on sev¬ 
eral hypothetical situations. Wil¬ 
liam Johnston sought equal assur¬ 
ances that GHI would be protected 
in the event that a sizable quantity 
of Twin Pines’ paper was assigned 
to another lending institution. By¬ 
erly also urged that, in fairness, the 
same terms of the agreement should 
apply not only to Twin Pines but 
any lender. President James 
Smith and other members of the 
board verbally agreed that this was 
the intent. 

In moving for adoption of the 
agreement, board member Thomas 
White urged that it be amended 
to apply only to those loans which 
had been made "for the purpose of 
securing a mutual ownership con¬ 
tract/' White argued persuasively 
that it was not in the interests of 
GHI to back loans made by Twin 
Pines "for the purchase of a boat, 
for example, or a down payment on 
a lot at Ocean Pines/’ Despite an 
argument by Tony McCarthy, a law 
student and a member of the GHI 
audit committee, that the agreement 
probably need not be amended to 
meet White's objection, the board 
unanimously voted, 7 to 0, to ratify 
the agreement with the amendment. 
Only board members Brooks and 
Lynch, who were absent, did not 
participate in the action. 

Prior to adjourning, it was ascer¬ 
tained by telephone that White’s 
amendment to the agreement would 
be acceptable to the Twin Pines’ 
board of directors, who were meet¬ 
ing concurrently on the same mat¬ 
ter.

Replacement Fund, and Revenue Sharing Fund Budgets for 
the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, to Appropriate Funds and Establish Real Estate and Personal 
Property Tax Rates for the Fiscal Year Beginning July 1, 1973 and Ending June 30, 1974, 
which ordinance provides in part, for the appropriation of Revenue Sharing Funds in accord¬ 
ance with the budget. Copies of the Budget andd Ordinance Number 755 may be obtained at 
the Municipal Building, 25 Crescent Road, Greenbelt, Maryland. 

Pursuant to the provisions of Section 51.13(a), Subpart A, of the Federal Revenue Shar¬ 
ing Rules and Regulations, the following “Planned Use Report” has been transmitted to the 
U.S. Department of the Treasury, indicating the manner in which the City of Greenbelt, Mary¬ 
land intends to expend its Revenue Sharing allocation for the entitlement period beginning Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1973 and ending June 30, 1973, which allocation is estimated to be $36,391.

Uiiicials Observe Beltsviiie 
Sludge Composting Process 

Less than six months after the 
County Council approved a five- 
acre plot in Beltsviiie as an experi¬ 
mental sludge composting site for 
wastes from the Blue Plains treat 
ment plant, government officials 
were back on the scene to inspect 
the operation. 

County Executive William W. 
Gullett, along with representatives 
of the Maryland Environmental 
Service and the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, was on the federal 
property June 8 to observe part of 
the process now converting about 
100 tons of sludge per day from a 
potential environment hazard to a 
top notch soil conditioner with a 
* variety of uses. 

Actual project operation has been 
going on for nearly two months. 
Use of the land was approved Dee. 
22 by the Prince George’s County 
Council meeting in emergency ses¬ 
sion in Upper Marlboro. The action 
prevented Blue Plains officials from 
dumping the solid wastes into the 
Potomac River. 

At the same time, Gullett and 
County Council Chairman John J. 
Garrity signed a strongly-worded 
joint letter to Maryland Gov. Mar¬ 
vin Mandel indicating that Prince 
Georges would agree to the plan 
only if a similar site is chosen in 
Montgomery County within six 
months and that transport of the 
sludge from the sewage plant to 
Beltsviiie would be over routes a- 
way from residential areas and 
traffic-laden roads and handled in 
a manner approved by local health 
officials. 

Following a more than one-hour 
tour of the project, Gullett told re¬ 
porters he was satisfied that MES 
and federal officials were operating 
the experiment on an ecologically- 
sound basis. 

State officials told the County 
Executive they expect the Beltsviiie 
site to handle about 250 tons of 
waste per day when the plan is fully 
operational. Under last winter’s 
agreement, Prince Georges will ac¬ 
cept about 40 percent of Blue Plains’ 
sludge with the yet-to -be chosen lo¬ 
cation in Montgomery to take the 
remainder. 

The sludge is transported to 
Beltsviiie in sealed tank trucks 
adapted from concrete mixing ve¬ 
hicles. At the plant, it is placed in 
windrows and mixed with wood 
chips to speed up and deodorize the 
composting process. What occurs, 
according to Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment scientists, is a microbiological 
breakdown of the sludge which kills 
off any disease bearing organisms 
in the material. The mixture is 
aerated manually for about 14 days, 
stockpiled for another month and 
then screened, removing the wood 
chips and leaving only the soil 
conditioner. 

The conditioner, scientists say, 
can be used to improve the soil on 
highway median strips and govern¬ 
ment forest lands and, perhaps most 
importantly, to revitalize lands 
stripped for sand and gravel min¬ 
ing, subdivision development and 
similar land use.

The Police Blotter 

Officer Paul C. Duprat is the 
newest addition to the Greenbelt po¬ 
lice force. Officer Duprat graduated 
from the Maryland Police Training 
Commission’s basic level law en¬ 
forcement course on May 25 and 
assumed his duties on May 27. 

Two officers have attended the 
new state supervisor’s training 
course at the U.S. Army Reserve 
Training Center in Rockville, Cpl 
Coombes and Sgt. Van Valken- 
burgh. Sgt Krob helped to develop 
the curriculum for this new super¬ 
visor’s school and taught some of 
the classes. Even before the state 
law was passed last June that re¬ 
quired police officers to attend su¬ 
pervisor training school within one 
year of promotion Greenbelt had 
regularly sent its officers to school. 

Police have closed two house 
breaking cases from last March. A 
young male adult resident was 
arrested in connection with a case 
on Lakeside Drive. A young adult 
female non-resident was arrested 
in connection with another Lake¬ 
side robbery. The two cases were not 
connected.

I have another book to recom¬ 
mend this week, one that should 
just be reaching the shelves. It’s 
THE MOTHER EARTH NEWS 
ALMANAC: A GUIDE THROUGH 
THE SEASONS. In these days of 
paper shortages and out-of-sight 
priced books it is the year’s bargain, 
a 364-page Bantam paperback for 
$1.95. 

The book is based on the Mother 
Earth News, a magazine that has 
reached 100,000 circulation in three 
years. (I consider my copy of Vol¬ 
ume 1, Number 1, one of my prized 
possessions.) Like the magazine 
the book is a guide to saving time, 
money—and the environment. It 
is well written (scores of short ar¬ 
ticles), carefully illustrated, and 
like any good almanac, full of ad¬ 
vice, statistics and tables. 

There are four seasonal sections: 
“Spring, A Time of Awakening;’’ 
“Summer: The Time of Growth;” 
“Autumn: The Time of Maturing;” 
“Winter: The Time of Rest.” A final 
section on charts and tables gives 
“Convert Almost Anything to Al¬ 
most Anything,” “Vegetable Ori¬ 
gins,” “Planting Table for Family 
Garden,” “Last Frost,” “Mail Order 
Sources of Books,” and much more. 

A random sampling of articles: 
“A Child’s Shoe,” “Protect Plants 
from Cutworms,” “Wild Foods in 
the City,” “Old Bedstead Makes 
Bike Rack,” “Homemade Ice 
Cream,” “Cosmetics from the Kit-* 
chen,” “Mosquitoes and the Color 
Blue,” “A New Idea for Bathtubs,” 
“How to Make Coffee from the 
Bean Up,” “Polish Your Shoes with 
a Lemon,” “Fried Mush” 

Beyond the practical and the 
wild is the simple vision of the 
book: we need the seasons, to be 
really in touch with them, and we 
need time with simple things.

GHI First-Quarter Fiscal 
Report Shows Improvement

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. operations 
were somewhat better than anti¬ 
cipated for the first quarter of 1973, 
according to a report put out by 
GHI comptroller Don McGinn. In¬ 
come was up some $7,500 and ex¬ 
penditures down $2,600 over the 
budgeted amounts, leaving the cor¬ 
poration better off by $10,100. 

Although overall expenditures 
were close to the budgeted am¬ 
ounts, individual items did show 
variances. Because of reduced 
consumption from a relatively 
warm winter, fuel oil costs were be¬ 
low expectations by $6,100 in the 
brick homes and $10,700 in the 
frame homes. However, the savings 
were largely taken up by additional 
contract work required by the 
building code to modernize the boil¬ 
ers. 

Maintenance costs for the frame 
homes were up by $3,300, primarily 
due to an early start in the trim 
paint program; the brick homes will 
follow later. Other items which 
showed differences from the budget 
were administrative costs (down 
$1,400), grounds maintenance (down 
$3,000), and trash disposal costs 
(up $2,500). 

The increase on the income side 
was due mainly to revenues receiv¬ 
ed from the sale of services to 
members and GDC and to fees from 
home sales.
